THE LION OF LUCERNE.—A Core 
respondent of the Cincinnati Gazette 
writes from Lucerne, Switzerland: 
The one great attraction of Lucerne 
is the celebrated liou cut in the solid 
rock by Thorwaldsen. The figure is 
twenty-eight feet in length. Pene- 
trated by a broken lance, he shelters 
the Bourbon lily with his paw. The 
reclining position, the agony ex- 
pressed in the face of the dying ani 
mal is certainly as wonderful and 
touching as any work Thorwaldsen 
ever executed. The carving was 
done in 1821, in memory of the Swiss 
Guard who fell in defence of the Tui- 
leries, in 1762. Unfortuately, the ac- 
tion of the water on the sandstone 
has splintered some layers off one 
hip. This does not yet destroy the 
symmetry of the figure, but it gave 
promise that in time the influences of 
nature may destroy this work of art, 
unless some protection can be attach- 
ed to the solid rock. A spring from 
above flows down one side, torming 
a dark pool of water that reflects the 
agony of the iransfixed lion still 
more painfully. Vines and shrubs 
creep round the base and under the 
shadow of the overhanging trees, and 
the effect of the whole is very im- 
pressive. Seats are arranged in the 
shade of the trees, and one ean spend 
an hour very profitably and pleasant- 
ly, either in rain orshine, studying 
this work of a master-hand.

tion and elect as steward, one of their 
number. They then select a suitable 
woman to co dk for them, generally a 
woman who has a house of her own 
and the requisite crockery, &c. Ste 
furnishes everything except the food, 
which the steward buys, cooks the 
food and serves it atthe table. Each 
member of the club pays her, say $2 
amecnth. The steward buys all the 
food, keeps the accounts, and gets 
his own board free as np ge It may 
seem rough, rude way of living, but 
itis not. The one thing requsite is 
to get a good woman. The steward 
is the only member of the club that 
does any work; the others are board- 
ers at avy estabiishmeng except that 
they get ther food at cost. The 
steward does not have a_e great 
deal of work. In all = college 
towns there is some market. He 
ean order beef, eggs, butter, chick- 
evs, flour &e., to be delivered regu- 
larly at tbe club house, This system 
prevails all tbrough the North. Of 
550 students at Cornell, fully 300 
board in this way. The coat was 
about $10 per month; the price at 
boardiny houses about $20 At the 
Virginia Agricultural College 100 
students board at a cost of $7.50. At 
this Uviversijy 18 students formed a 
club and boarded at less than $9 per 
month. The writer dined with the 
club here. The only fault we could 
find was extravagance! An econo- 
mical club of 12can certainly board 
for $7 a month at Chapel Hill and 
one of these days such a club will be 
formed, avd the men who compose 
it will start out in life with the true 
secret of success, and will lift up our 
State to an appreciation of her true 
wealth.

It is therefore 
weet, sir, that in chis hour dedicated 
to his memory the voice of that State 
should be heard, and the duty of ut- 
tering has been assigned tou me. 

My personal acquaintance with Mr. 
Johnson was very limited and mere- 
ly formal, will not therefore under- | 
‘take lo porbray his character as a pri- 
vate eitizen, nor shali i attempt any 
sketch of his pubtic Jife and bis va- 
ried and distinguished public ser- 
vices, because that bas veen. already 
done by my friend who has just taken 
his seat, and is familiar to all, more 
or less. 

But he exhibited throughout his 
puolie career some qualilies upon 
which bricf comment may justly be 
made, and perhaps not unprofitably, 
at this time. His education, socialiy 
and politically, differed in almost 
every respect irom my own. Ludeed 
I might svy they were almost antipo- 
dat, and never until Lis memorable 
straggie, When President, for the 
preservation of constitutioual liberty, 
as I believe, bad any portion of his 
eareer attracted syimpaihy. But 
aside from the Charaeiecistics Which 
i.e developed ip that struggle, heex- 
hibited certain virtues as a puric 
man which must always commana 
respect and admiration—viriues 
which, if they are not rare vowadays, 
are certainly uot the Commonest 
tributes of those who occupy distin- 
cuished station. 

Mr. Jobnson was an honest man, 
truthtul man,and incorruptible. He 
obstinately adhered lo.iue oOpivien 
which ought to be, but is’ not, 
versally accepted agd acted vpou, tbat 
personal iutegrity aud politieal ciis 
honesty are absolutely inrecoucilable 
in the same person. Inal. the biiter 
contests through which he passed, 
(and his career iu this respeci is 
most Without a parallel.) bis worst 
enemy, so far as I know, never at 
tempted to prove, if be ever charged, 
that Andrew Juhuson Was a corrupt 
thar, 

W hatever his-faults, er vices if you 
please—aud. J presususy ail other 
men, he lad his full share of them— 
he unquestionably tad intense con 
Viclions, to Which Ge Wilh fear- 
less devotion and for which he bat- 
ted with manly courage, Among 
these, Were Liore COnSpicu- 
ous than his faith iu the doctrines of 
tie fathers touching the linttations 
of the Constitution aud his firm belief 
in the maxim thal purity of adminis- 
tration ts esseulial io the life of tiee 
government, 

If his aimost fanatical love of the 
Union caused him at times to assent 
to the use of arbilrary power he still 


alWays prociuimed the supremacy of 


the Constitution. EF corrup in 


administration oveurred durteg his 


presidency, DO Ole ever accused him 


of belug even remotely connected 


with it. Heat least undersiced the ’ 
prineiples end sympa hized with the 


spirit of republican its itutions. He 
did not think that persoual eom fori 
and pecuniary beuetit were the chie! 
ends to be aimed atin seektig pubiie 
Offices. 


He did tot aveept theur at 
the hands of bis countrymen asa debt 


due to bim and did tot adosinister 


them, as smali men always do, in ae 
cordance witb his personal feelings 
and interesis. He considered bim- 
self the servant of the people, bound 
by his oath to be careful and diligent 
in jooking out, not for hbisown, but 
for their interests. He never was one 
of those who were called, and aptiwv 
called in the civil-service eommission 
report, banditti of polities and 
the pawubiokers of patronage.” 

He may not have been a broad- 
minded statesman, in the ordinary 
acceptation of that term, but it is to 
be remembered that in his youth 
there was no opportunity afforded 
hima for broad cuiture and that he did 
boLeven Lave a patron to secure Jor 
him education at the piblic expense. 
He certainly was not a. Classical 
scholar. It would seem that he did 
noteven Know what nepos meant aud 
was utterly insensible to the charm 
that lies hidden behind the words 
dona ferentes. But ia practical 
ability,ia powerasa debater, whether 
before popular assembiies or legisla- 
tive assewblies; aud in extensive in- 
formation in tie domain of polities, 
he was by no means deficient. His 
long and active public service in as- 
sotiation with some of the wisest aud 
ablest statesmaen of this land, im- 
proved, enlarged, and liberaiized his 
naturally powerful inteilect to a de- 
gree which may perhaps justify his 
assignment to a place among the

seek to excite a religious persecution 
against aby portion of his feilow- 
citizens. Ji he had religious views 
of any kind, it is safe tosay thet they 
were his own, and were arrived at 
after mature deliberatiou and reflee- 
tion; but whatever they were, sir, 
he never sought to make politicui 
capital out of ibem. 

[Ir Speaker Audrew Johnson has 
gone to his long rest, as sooner or 
later each and all ofus must go. Af- 
ter a long and Jaborious vareer, begun 
in poverty, ignorance, and friend- 
lessuess, but crowned throughout 
its course with earthly hovors, he 
now confronts the mysteries of eter- 
nity. It may possibly be some con- 
solution to his friends to believe that 
if for his deeds‘done in the body he 
be impeathed in his new state of ex- 
istence, he will at least have angela 
for his prosecutors, and the Merciful 
One for bis judge. That is the only 
consolation that is left to any of us in

The Harvest Queen. 


NEw York, Jan. 14th.—The ship 
Harvest Queen, from San Francisco 
for Liverpool, believed to have been 
sunk by acollision in the Irish Chan- 
nel, had a crew of thirty persons, all 
of whom are lost without doubt. The 
steamer Adriatic, which reached here 
Sunday last, collided with a vessel 
about where the ship is supposed to 
have been lost on the moruing of 
December 31st, but the Captain of the 
steamer ssys he did not regard the 
affair of sufticient importance to 
mention on his arrival. The Adria i 
only lost ber anchor stock, and he 
thought the ship suffered less. The 
owners of the ship believe she lef: 
Queenstown where she touched fer 
orgers on December 30th, but the dis 
pateh first reporting the loss, says 
left there January Sth. If the dis. 
patch is correct, of course ic could 
not have been the Harvest Queen 
wiich the Adriatic struck. Some of 
tbe Adriatic’s erew say they heare 
cries for ‘help,’ but the Captain of 
the steamer declares that two boats 
were lowered and the Adristic lip- 
gered in the vicinity for upwards of 
three hours but bo ove was found, 
the vessel in the meanwhile having 
glided silently into the darkoess. 
Que of the Adriatic’s sailors says he 
was waked up by the shock, and that 
he heard a good deal of fauit found 
with the Cyptain for not lowering 
the boats before backing the steamer, 
He positiveiy denies thai the Adri 
atic has sunk the Harvest Queen, 
and brands the entire story as au idle 
fiction on the partof the seamen of 
the steamer.

Stange Story of a Vessei from Wil- 
mington, 

Lonpon, Jan. 14.—The £vening 
Echo states some strange disclosures 
made at the Buard of Trade on the 
inquiry at Beddeford, concerning the 
toss of the British bark Island Belle, 
at Bride, British Channel oo the 21st 
of December last. The Island Belle 
sailed from Wilmington, N. C., on 
the 19th of November for Bristol, 
manned by seven hands including 
the Captain Francis Hewett, who 
acted also as super cargo.
